It will be seen that by striking the balance between the income and 
expenditures.of the Farm, that it has produced an income of forty-four 
dollars and fifty-one cents, which is less than it has done in some for- 
mer years—owing, to some extent, to a deficiency in some of the crops. 
That, for instance, of the apple crop being an entire failure, whilst 
that of oats and potatoes did not come up to an average. 

There were, at the commencement of the year, five paupers at the 
Farm, one of whom—Mr. Gregg—has died during the year; and one 
who was absent at the commencement of the year, has returned, which 
has made an average of five paupers who have been supported at the 
Farm. 

I think the manner in which Mr. and Mrs. Cotton have managed the 
affairs of the Farm, has been characterized by kind and humane treat- 
ment of those under their care, and with strict and rigid economy in a 
financial point of view.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


The undersigned, Superintending Committee, submit the following 
annual report on the state of the Schools: 


In making this official communication, he wishes to avail himself 
of the opportunity to express to the citizens of the town, his grateful 
sense of the confidence reposed in him, as their Committee, for so 
many years, to superintend the welfare of the schools. He feels it 
now a duty, to ask to be excused from further service and responsi- 
bility; and he makes the request with the more freedom, assured as 
he is, that there are gentlemen well qualified to discharge the duties 
of this important and honorable office. But while he declines any 
further official connexion with the schools, he trusts he shall continue 
to feel an interest in them, and to visit them as often as may be 
convenient. 

No. 14 This district labors under great disadvantages, not only 
on account of the house, but the extremely small number of scholars, 
hardly affording scope for the exercise of a teacher’s mind and 
talents. In the winter term, the number was still more reduced, by 
some disturbance in the school. 

The school presents an illustration of the evils of division and 
subdivision of districts. Teachers and scholars become discouraged. 
The money appropriated for the instruction of 10 or 12 children, 
might as well furnish teaching for 30 or 40. The ambition and 
stimulus of a large school, are entirely wanting. 

No. 2.—This school throughout the year has been successful,— 
and it may be owing to circumstances entirely the reverse of those 
of the district above mentioned. On recurring to the closing exam- 
ination of the summer term, the memorandum notices the good class- 
ification of the school. There is nothing perhaps in which a teacher 
may show more skill than in the formation of classes. A severe 

,storm prevented attendance of the Committee at the close of the 
winter term. Both teachers, in their remarks, speak of passing their 
time pleasantly in school. 
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No. 3.—Under the same teacher, both terms, this school has 
made very commendable progress, reflecting credit, not only on the 
young lady who taught, but on the school-house, which has been re- 
constructed during the past year, and is a very pleasant and com- 
modious edifice. The teacher remarks: ‘“ The people of the district 
have manifested their kindness and generosity, as well as a love of 
intelligence and improvement, by providing a pleasant and comfort- 
able school-room, and by sustaining their school in all respects, 
which would cheer the teacher, and encourage the pupils in their 
efforts to improve.” 

No. 4.—The closing examination of the summer term, gave evi- 
dence that the teacher had spared no pains in the discharge of her 
duty. It was her first experiment, and it is hoped will not be her 
last, in the art of teaching. The winter term is still in progress, 
and gives good satisfaction. This district has also remodelled and 
enlarged its house, so that, having been beautiful for external situa- 
tion, it is, with the recent improvements, the finest school-house in 
town. ; 

No. 5.—This school had the advantage of being under same teacher 
both terms. , Wherever it is practicable, this course is advisable. It 
is a benefit to teacher and scholars. Of the progress in this school, 
the Committee can speak in terms of unqualified approbation. The 
teacher remarks: ‘“ The attendance has been as regular as could be 
expected, considering the severity of the weather.” 

No. 6.—In looking at the minutes made of this school at the 
closing summer examination, the remark is found, ‘rather discour- 
aging.” But the close of the winter term had a different aspect, and 
reflected credit on the care and attention of the teacher. He evi- 
dently possesses good qualifications for the work of teaching. 

No. 7.—This school, which has formerly been large, has become 
reduced in number. It had some good scholars. The examination 
at the close of the Winter term, was gratifying to the committee 
and spectators. 

No. 8, Also, very small in the summer, In the winter, present- 
ed its usual full number and animated appearance. In both terms, 


the school was well instructed, but the summer teacher remarks,— 
“TI must say, it has been an unpleasant term to me.” We regret ” 
it was so, she was a good teacher. But the latter term had the in- 
terest that attends a larger number, and under its energetic teacher 
was very successful. 
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No. 9.—The school enjoyed the services of the same teacher both 
terms. One excellence is found in this school, that is very rare— 
the audible voices of the scholars in their various exercises. A 
branch was attended to here, that if it does not interfere with the 
studies required, may be useful ; the elements of drawing, of which 
were presented some good specimens, in the smmmer term. In the 
winter, the school was small, principally on account of sickness. 


No. 10.—The summer teacher remarks, “ With regard to part of 
the term, I can say, it has been quite a pleasant one. Notwith- 
standing the opposition that was met with, at the first of the term, I 
think those scholars who have attended school regularly, have made 
a considerable degree of improvement. I commenced the school, 
feeling deeply my responsibility, and as far as I knew my duty, en- 
deavored to perform it.” In these remarks, the committee is happy 
to coincide. The winter term commenced with favorable prospects, 
under a teacher of great experience, and it is believed made eXcel- 
lent progress during its continuance, but its termination was unex- 
pected, precluding any examination at the close. 


No. 11.—Although three fourths of the scholars reside in Mer- 
rimack, the committee attended the examination of the school and 
was happy to meet with friends from both towns, and join in the 
mutual congratulation on the success of the school. For statistics, 
see Merrimack Report. 


No. 12.—The teacher, the same in both terms, possesses the best 
literary qualifications and is well qualified to advance those disposed 
to learn, but needs more energy to govern those not disposed to 
learn. 


Unton Disrricr. On account of the smallness of the school, 
the summer term was wisely omitted and the whole interest con- 
centrated on the winter. Still at the commencement, the teacher 
felt the depressing influence of a small number, reduced as it was 
by sickness and death, and had need of all her energy, to rise above’ 
it. But as the term advanced, the interest of the teacher and schol- 
ars deepened—the number increased, and the closing examination 
was highly satisfactory.
